Haskell’s Action Resisted 
by Editor’s Wife. 








SAYS HUSBAND IS OUT 





Screams When Officer Forces 
Entrance Into, Compart- 
ment of Car. 





OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 16.—William Ran- 
dolph Hearst was served with a notice 
here of a suit for $600,000 damages for 
libel and slander instituted against him 
by Gov. Charles N. Haskell of Okla- 
homa. The papers were given to him by 
a deputy sheriff, who broke the door of 
the compartment of a sleeping car after 
Mrs. Hearst had denied admittance to 
him and had said that the editor was not 
inside. Mr. Hearst was found in the toi- 
let room opening off the compartment 
and readily accepted the court docu- 
ment. 

The suit was ffled in the District 
Court of this county at 10 o’clock last 
night, and the papers were immediate- 
ly withdrawn. Smith & Smyth, attor- 
neys for Gov. Haskell, intrusted the 
summons to Deputy Sheriff Stewart. It 
was known that Mr. Hearst would pass 
through “Omaha last night on his way 
from Seattle to New York, and plans 
were laid accordingly. 

Union Pacific train No. 2 was due at 
9:40 o’clock, but did not arrive until 
11:2.. Deputy Sheriff Stewart was on 
hand with orders to serve the sum- 
mons on Mr. Hearst, but had a trying 
time in- doing so. 

Admittance Denied by Wite. 

A knock on the door of Mr. Hearst’s 
stateroom elicited the information 
through the door from the editor's wife 
that he was not in the room, but had 
gone to the depot to send a telegram. 
The Deputy Sheriff demanded admit- 
tance in the name of the law, saying 
that if he were not admitted he would 
break down the door; 

Mrs. Hearst screamed that she was 
alone and would admit no man, and the 
deputy proceeded to carry out his threat 
to break in. Using his shoulder as a 
battering ram, he crashed through the 
door and was met by Mrs. Hearst, par- 
tially disrobed, and on the verge of 
hysteria. . 

Apparently she was alone, no one else 

being visible inside the apartment. Mrs. 
Hearst rushed screaming through the 
door into the aisle, while Deputy. Sher- 
iff Stewart started to kick in the door 
of the toilet room adégoining the state- 
room. 
Then Mr. Hearst emerged from his 
hiding place. He accepted the papers 
which the deputy thrust out and read 
them. He did not appear indignant, 
but his wife did. 


Summons Was Wainecsl 
Showing much emotion Mr. Hearst 
told a reporter that the summons was 
entirely unexpected; that he had not 
the least suspicion that anything of the 
kind was to occur in Omaha. 

“Why did you conceal yourself and 
refuse admittance to the officers: ’ was 
asked. 

“Because myself and wife were re- 
tiring for the night,” explained Mr. 
Hearst. He was ful.y dressed. 

“Why do you allow your wife to do 
all the talking when a man was trying 
lo break in your door?’’ was the next 
question. 

“I was taken by surprise,”’ 

Suddenly he burst out: “Well, I 
couldn't expect anything but black- 
guard treatment from a blackguard 
like Haskell. I have no objections to 
being served with these papers here in 
Omaha or anywhere else. 


Hearing After Election. 

“When Mr. Haskell first declared 
SeVeral long weeks ago that he was 
going to sue me, he said that he was 
unable to raise the necessary money. 
At that time I offered to supply any 
deficiency in order that he » might 
speedily bring the suit. When he stat- 
ed that he could not find me to serve 
me I stated that I would accept sér- 
vice if the summons weve merely mailed 
to my address. 

“Mr. Haskell! adopted the sensational 
method of breaking into my _ sleeping 
rooms to serve the summons, but he did 
not adopt the sincere method of setting 
the trial before the election. I am 
Called to answer on the sixteenth day 
of November, 1908. 

“IT reiterate all that I have said of 
Mr. Haskelj and all that he has proved 
by his resignation as national treag- 
urer. I do not believe that this case 
will ever come to trial and I defy him 
to bring it to trial long enough before 
Nov.-3 for his true character to be 
thoroughly exposed in court."’ 

After serving the papers on Mr. 
Hearst, Deputy Sheriff Stewart de. 
parted.

Ropes Thrown to Men 
in Third Story Win- 
dows as Blaze En- 
gulfs Them. 
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Fire, that started with a sudden onrush of flame, broke out in 
the Allen Building, Broadway and Market street, at noon Thursday, 
and hemmed in two men, who sat trembling on’ window ledges, a 
furnace behind them, while firemen hacked and hewed at live trolley

A crowd of several thousand persons, 
the usual noon throng on Broadway, 
watched the two men rescued and 
cheered the firemen. Two other men and 
a 12-year-old boy, imperilled by the fire, 
broke through a skylight and jumpéd 
to a roof adjoining. They climbed down 
ladders to the street. 

The fire, which was 
throughout, wrought damage variously 
estimated at from $4000 to $10,000. 

The two men rescued from window 
ledges were Herman Heuser and Chas. 
Schellhammer. The two men and boy 
who broke through the skylight to the 
roof were Matthias J. Weis, Julius Jen- 
neman and Charles Murjan, a boy. 


Crowd on Courthouse Steps. 
The flagstones surrounding the Court- 


house provided the fire spectators with 
a sort of amphitheater from which to 
watch the work of the firemen. 

The wind swirled the smoke from the 
burning building into the street and 
for a few moments obscured the win- 
dows. The entire upper portion of the 
building seemed to be burning like a 
pine torch. An oily smell was in the 
smoke, which was opaque. 

Suddenly the wind shifted and the 
people in the street, which now blocked 
it from street to street, saw 4 frantic 
man in one of the windows on the top

while streams of water from the street 
were pouring into the windows.

Emerson was at once arraigned by 
Judge Eby on a charge of contempt of 
court, and was placed under bond for 
appearance next Tuesday. The suit was 
continued until the February (1909) term 
of court, and.‘‘Ras” Pearson, Emerson's 
attorney, disgustedly announced his 
withdrawal from the case. 


Guctes “Dave . Francis.” 

The interruption came in time to pre- 
vent the reading of a deposition, now 
on file in the court, in which Emerson 
made the following statement: 

“Dave Francis told me in St. Louis 
that I wouldn’t have to pay that sub- 
scription.’’

Emerson, who is known throughout the 
country as an importer of fine mules, 
is wealthy, has made frequent jour- 
neys to European countries, particularly 
Spain, to buy stock.

the other groping for the ladder. Then 
Lieut. Rice reached out and grasped 
him by the shirt at the back and swung 
him toward the ladder and pulled him 
onto it and started him toward the 
earth and safety. 

Then the old man swung himself out 
of the window and was rescued in like 
manner. 

When the first man _ reached the 
ground he said he was Hermann Heuser, 
president of the Heuser Printing Co. His 
companion was Charles Schellheimer, a 
printer. 

‘When we heard the cry of fire we 
rushed to the door,’’ said Heuser. “‘Fred 
Buckholdt, a printer, rushed into the 
hall and made his way to the fire es- 
cape and got out of the building. 1l1 
turned back to save my papers, and 
when I went to the door again the 
hall was full of smoke and flames. 

“I turned and found Schellheimer 
with me. ‘We're trapped!’ I‘exclaimed 
and shut the door to keep out the 
smoke. Then I turned to the windows. 

“I saw that the only means for escape 
was into the street. If we had at- 
tempted to go into the hall we would 
have perished. I climbed out on the 
rwindow sill to escape suffocation from 
smoke in the room. I yelled to the peo- 
ple below to catch me, for I intended to 
leap to the street. I saw them motion 
me to keep back and heard their cries, 
but could not understand what they 
said. Schellhammer came to the window 
and said he was going to jump, but I 
told him that the ‘people in the street 
had motioned me back, and I believed 
we would be rescued. But as the time 
went on and there was no attempt made 
to rescue us, I made up my mind again 
to jump. I was choked with smoke. 
We could hear the flames crackling al! 
around us, and it was as hot as a fur- 
nace in the room. The only air we had 
was when we hung far out the window. 


Saved by a Hair’s Breadth. 


“IT believe if the ladder had been a 
moment later in reaching me Ii could 
not have stood .it and would have 
leaped to the street.”’ 

“It looked as if it was all up with 
us,’’ said Charles Schellhammer, the vet- 
eran printer, who was imprisoned with 
Heuser in the burning building. 

“TI didn’t want to jump and I didn’t 
want to burn, but it was a long way 
to the street, and I made up my mind 
to stay where I was until. they could 
get a ladder to me.. 
persuade Heuser to stay on the window 
sill and not take a chance with the life 
net, which we could see the firemen get- 
ting ready for us. The ladder was good 
enough for me. We were in a pretty 
tight hole for a while. We could hardly 
breathe, and the heat was terrific.’’ 
When the fire hemmed in the offices 
on the fourth fioor Mathias J. Weis and 
Julius N. Jennemann, proprietors of the 
Star Engraving Co., whose windows 
faced on Broadway, ran to them. They 


their escape was shut off from the fire 
escape in the rear of the building. 


Lowered Boy to Roof. 

The ledge of the window to the north 
was about 8 feet above the roof of the 
building occupied by the Annex Cloth- 
ing Co. With them was Charlies Mur- 
jan, 12 years old, an apprentice. The 
men lowered him down so that he 
could drop to the roof, the cornice of 
which providentially extended over the 
street, and then lowered themselves to 
safety. They waited on the roof until 
the firemen raised a ladder and assisted 
them to the ground.

Acquires $10,000 Building— 
Other Marvels. 


Two nevel experiments in bullding 
have recently been made in the vicinity 
of St. Louis.

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The package was received at the for- 
eign department in New York (the Mor- 
ris European Express) on Tuesday. 

Box and contents weighed about four 
ounces. The package was bound with 
silken cords, which were sealed with 
red wax at four knots. The manner in 
which the package was wrapped and 
tied suggested that it had not been in- 
trusted to a jeweler, but had been pre- 
pared by hands not aceustomed to such 
work. : 

It was one of a score of packages of 
gems and jewelry that came from 
Washington in the strong box of the 
Adams Express Co., consigned to the 
main office of the Morris European 
Express. 

The contents of the safe were sorted 
immediately by experts, and the pack- 
age addressed to the Duke of the 
Abruzzi was placed with others in an-— 
other burglar-proof safe, destined for 
various points in Europe, and was taken 
aboard the Lusitania, which sailed 
Wednesday for Queenstown and Liver- 
pool.

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PARIS, Oct. 16.—In an effort to solve 
the mystery of the identity of those 
who got the $40,000,000 paid by the United 
States Government for the Panama 
Canal, the New York World and Post- 
Dispatch retained one of the foremost 
English corporation lawyers to come 
here from London and conduct an in 
yestigation. 

He is a member of Parliament, a dis- 
tinguished member of the Liberal party 
and thoroughly versed in the procedure 
of the French courts, with which he 
has had long experience. He came here 
a*med with exceptional credentials. 

He has just rendered a statement of 
his findings, which is doubly interes*- 
ing because of the report that very 
little of the $40,000,000 went to French- 
raen, but most of it to a syndicate of 
Americans, including, it is said, Dougias 
Robinson, brother-in-law of President 
Roosevelt, and Charles P. Taft, brotner 
of Wm. H. Taft, the candidate for 
President of the Republican party, and 
who was Secretary of War in 1904, at 
the time of the sale of the canal to the 
United States. 

According to this report, the Ameri- 
can syndicate, confident that William 
Nelson Cromwell, the New York law- 
yer and friend of President Rooseveit 
and Mr. Taft, would be successful in 
selling the Panqma Canal to the United 
States, bought up the securities of the 
caanl company at a ridiculously low 
price compared wtih the sum paid by 
the United States Government. Though 
the $40,000,000 was sent here through 
the banking house of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., instead of French stockholders zet- 
ting the money, it is believed that most 
of it was distributed to representatives 
of the American svndicate members. 


Administration Knows Facts, 

The report made by the Post-Dis- 
patch’s lawyer makes clear the fact 
that full information of the identity of 
those who got the $40,000,000 is in pos- 
session of the Roosevelt administration 
in Washington, all records of the pay- 
ments having been turned over to the 
United States Government. 

In his report the lawyer says: | ' 

‘“T have never known, in my lengihy Wa Me <2 ai - 
experience of company matters, any WY / LY ZA “ SN 
public corporation, ‘much less one of VAS Js r 
such vast importance, having so c»m- 
pletely disappeared and removed all 
traces of its existence as the new Pana- 
ma Canal Co. 

“This company, having purchased the 
assets of the Campagnie Universelle de 
Panama (the old or De Lesseps Panama 
Canal Co.), brought off the deal with 
the American. Gcvernment. So thorough 
has been its obliteration that only the 
United States Government can now give 
information respecting the new com- 
pany’s transactions and the identity of 
the individuals who created it to effect- 
uate this deal, and, who, for reasons 
best known to themselves, wiped it off 
the face of the earth when the deal was 
carried through. 

Archives Named in Contracts. 
‘Under the terms of the agreement 
between the United States and the Pan- 
ama Canal Co., the United States not 
only took over all the rights of that 
company on the Isthmus of Panama, 
but to quote from the contract, ‘the 
plans and archives at Paris.’ 

“Mr. Le Marquis, the official liquidator 
of the Campagnie Universelle de Pan- 
ama, which sold its interest to the new 
vanished company, was seen. In an- 
swer to inquiries he said: 

“‘T know nothing of the books or 
transactions of the new Panama Canal 
Co. I can give no information concern- 
ing that, nor do I know anybody who 
can.’ 

“Leaditig French lawyers were also 
consulted, and they declared there was 
no machinery, legal or otnerwise, by 
which its records can be brought to 
light. 

“A brief account of this company 
proves how mysterious is its history 
and how effectual were the precautions 
taken from its very inception to cover 
up its tracks. ’ 

“The new company, which acquired all 
the rights of the old company, Was 
formed Dec. 21, 1894, with a capital of 
1 65,000,000 francs, . divided into 650,000 
shares. Of these 600,000 shares were 
subscribed for in cash_and the remain- 
ing 50,000 shares, fully “paid, were given 
the Colombian Government, of which 
the Panama Isthmus was then a terri- 
torial part. 

No Records Preserved. 

“This stock of the new company Was 
originally registered, 80 transactions in 
it could be traced, but power-was sub- 
sequently obtained to transform it into 
‘bearer’ stock, which passed from hand 
to hand, without any record being pre- 
served. 

‘The only list available is of the 
original stockholders, lodged with the 
Tribunal of Commerce in Paris, but this 
is worthless as it fails to show the 
names of the owners of the stock at the 
time of the liquidation of the company

another year is begun, 
them. 

It is not only the way the series ‘was 
handicd, but the way that -ninor mat- 
tera have been handled during the past 
two years that has roused the players 
to action, and members of the Chicago 
Cubs and the Detroit Tigers, the two 
_ehampion teams, have asserted that 
they will take immediate action to have 
the wrongs righted. 

In talking over the matter, these 
players said a few things that might 
cause Garry Herrmann, Harry Pul- 
liam and Ban Johnson, the all-powerful 
trio of baseball, now known as the a- 
tienal Commission, to blush. 

‘If there has been anything crooked 
in baseball in the past four years, it 
has been right in the Commission or 
with the club owners,” said one of the 
most prominent players on the Cubs’ 
team. “There hasn't been anything

crooked on the ball field or where the 
players have been interested. This 
Commission is ready to jerk up any one 
of us at a moment’s notice and put us 
on the blacklist for a small offense. Yet 
I positively know that they have done 
things in the political side of the game

ness forever, There is no one to catch 
them in their troubles and there is no 
one to protect us when a charge is 
brought against a player. 

“T am ready to start a movcment at 
once that will get the ballplayers to- 
We aren’t kicking on salaries 
and the movement would not be for the 
purpose of holding up the club owners 
for more money. All we want is a voice 
in the politics of the game and I think 
that all the players :f the big leagues 
would be willing to contribute a little 
of their salaries to pay a man just to 
sit on the job and see they are not 
fleeced. 

“We could elect some old-time play- 
er, one wro has‘ no interests in the 
game now, and pay him a good big 
salary just to see that the players of 
today get what they deserve. We 
wouldn't want him to protect anyone 
who was deserving of punishment, but 
a player would feel that he was being 
given a square deal if one of his kind 
were sitting on the judgment of his 
case, whatever it might be.”’ 


M eeting of Two Champion Teams 
Will Discuss Proposed Plan 


The Cubs and Tigers are to get to- 
gether Sunday in Chicago for an exhibi- 
tion game, and it is possible that a 
meeting of the two teams will be called 
at that time to take up this matter. 
They feel that as they are the cham- 
pions of the two leagues, it would be 
proper for them to start the movement 
and then spread it among the other 
clubs of the big league. Whether they 
will be able to force their point before 
another season has passed, remains to 
be seen, but it is quite certain that the 
playérs will have a voice in the Na- 
tional Commission in the near future. 
If they once get together on the ques- 
tion, they will surely carry their poinf, 
for the players hold everything in their 
hands if they are organized. 

The Present Commission. 

The National Commission is now com- 
posed of Garry Herrmann, who is own- 
_gr of the Cincinnati club in the National 
meee: Ban Johnson, president of the 

merican League, and Harry Pulliam, 
president of the National League. These 
three men are all-powerful in baseball. 
-They can put a player out of organized 
beseball forever if they chose, and 
the player will have no one in the judg- 
ment seat to stand up for him. They 
can dictate the laws that shall govern 
the game and in the case of the world’s 
series, they name. the percentage of the 
gate money that shall go to the players. 

They run the world series according 
to their own judgment, without the 
players having a word in it, and they 
take in and pay out all the money 
gathered from the series just as thev 
see fit. The world’s series is supposed 
to be for the benefit of the players of 
the two pennant: teams, and the public 
pays the big prices to see these games, 
because they think most of the money 


ee to go to the players as mS money 


for the honor they have won on the 
diamond. Yet the players are not even 
allowed a man on the gate to see that 
the money is properly counted, nor are 
they allowed a word to say what prices 
shall rule, or who shall handle the 
tickets. 
Players Were Disappointed. 

There was great dissatisfaction this 
fall, especially in Chicago, over the re- 
sult of the series, as far as attendance 
is concerned. It was caused by ticket 
scalpers. The crowds were smaller than 
ever simply because hundreds, possibly 
thousands of the tickets, were in the 
hands of scalpers and were being sold 
at double the rates on the streets. The 
cause of that can not be laid to. Pres- 
ident Murphy of the club, for he was 
helpless. It was caused by a lot of 
dirty politicians in the city of Chicago, 
men whom Charley Murphy wouldn’t 
dare refuse any request. 
But if Murphy had nothing to do with 
the selling of such tickets, but they be 
put in the hands of the’¢ommission and 
the representative of the players have 
a voice in their distribution, then the 
politicians could be gracefully turned 
down without danger.and the public 
could get the tickets at regular rates.

Won’t Pull Hadley’s Nose, 

for That Would Help 
Hadley.

Attorney-General Hadley, in a speech 
at Hannibal, Thursday night, denounced 
as untrue the statement published in the 
St. Louis Republican that if elected 
Governor he will permit Otto Stifel, 
brewer-politician, to dictate the appoint- 
ment of the next Excise Commissioner 
of St. Louis. 

Mr. Hadley reiterated the charge that 
Insurance Superintendent Vandiver. 
when a congressman, ‘“‘franked"”’ a pair 
of trousers from Washington to his 
(Vandiver’s) home in Southeast Missouti. 

Mr. Vandiver says he will make an 
extended reference to Mr. Hadley andj 
his “trust-busting’’ record Tuesday 
night. He declares that Hadley has ini- 
tiated no anti-trust prosecutions out- 
side of the Standard Oil litigation. 
Although Mr. Vandiver is angry at the 
Attorney-General, he denied a report 
that he intended ‘‘to pull Hadley’s nose’’ 
the next time they met. 

Vandiver Fears. Violence. 

‘I shall not resort to violence,” said 
Mr. Vandiver, ‘‘because that would give 
Hadley an opportunity to work the sym- 


| pathy racket. That is all that restrains 


me.” 

At Hannibal Mr. Hadley called atten- 
tion to the activity in this campaign of 
Ed T. Orear, one of the star witnesses 
in the celebrated Cardwell case. 

“Mr. Cowherd,” said Mr. Hadley, 
“puts this same Ed Orear in charge of 
his campaign, using H. M. Rubey as a 
respectable figurehead to give out in- 
terviews. Like results may be expected 
under the same management, for I ain 
reliably informed that a few days be- 
fore the primary an unsuccessful effort 
was made to secure an understanding 
with Col. Ball as to the appointment of 
an Excise Commissioner in St. Louis. 
Ball refused to make’any such agree- 
ment. 

‘The result was that certain interested 
liquor interests in St. Louis combined to 
effect Mr. Cowherd’s nomination. In 
view of this fact I am willing that the 
public should decide as to who it is 
that has made an agreement in refer- 
ence to the appointment of an Excise 
Commissioner in St. Louis. 

“Mr. Vandiver is out in a public state- 
ment that he will on next Tuesday dis- 
cus ‘seriously or facetiously,’ as I may 
desire, the charge that his Democratic 
opponents have so often made that he, 
while Congressman, franked an im- 
portant part of his wearing apparel 
through the United States mails. 

“This is interesting and important. I 
have no preference as to how Mr. Van- 
diver treats this subject, as he is always 
entertaining whether serious or fa- 
cetious. 

Wants Insurance Evidence. 

“I would prefer, however, that in his 
speech next Tuesday he tell what John 
F. Lee of St. Louis and Judge E. L. 
Scarritt of Kansas City, two of the 
leading lawyers and Democrats in the 
State, and attorneys for the insurance 
companies in the suit I brought against 
them, have to say as to the truth of my 
statement that as a result of this Iiti- 
gation there has been a reduction of 10 
per cent in insurance rates and a con- 
sequent saving to the people of $800,000 
each year. 

“Mr. Vandiver’s denial of the charges 
so often brought against him by the 
Democratic members of the State Sen- 
ate that he wag a ‘fugitive from proc- 
ess’ during the time the Senate commit- 
tee was investigating campaign contri- 
butions in 1905, is made rather late in 
the day. 

“Upon that proposition I am entirely 
willing to accept the statement of the 
nembers of the Senate committee, both 
Democrats and Republicans. I chal- 
lenge Mr. Vandiver to secure and make 
public the statements of the members 
of this committee as to their efforts 
to secure his testimony.’’

| WOMAN PARALYTIC WATCHED 
DEATH’S APPROACH, UNABLE 
TO MOVE OR CALL FOR HELP 


Breathed Deadly Gas and. Lapsed 
Into Unconsciousness—Res- 


cued by Sister. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 4—Unabie to 
move, or even to utter a cry, although 
death’ by asphyxiation was Surely ap- 
proaching her, Miss Catharine Whalen, 
32 years old, a helpless paralytic, was 
rescued Thursday at her home, 310 West 
118th street, just in time to save her 
life. 

Miss Whalen lives with her younger 
sister, Margaret. Margaret was prepar- 
ing a soup for dinner when she remem- 
bered she needed one more ingredient 
for it. She placed Catharine in a chair 
within four feet of the gas stove, put 
a book in her lap and then went’ out. 

Soon after Margaret had left a pecu- 
liar flickering at the stove drew Cath- 
arine’s eyes from the book. To her 
horror she saw that the end of the 
tube had become loosened from the 
stove. 

It came off and dropped to the floor. 
At the same moment the flame died 
out and the deadly gas began to pour 
into the small room at full pressure. 
The paralytic could not move. The 
windows were: closed, and there was 


no hope for her in that direction. Miss 
Whalen quickly lost consciousness. 

The younger sister detected the smell 
of the gas and burst. into the kitchen. 
The paralytic was sitting in her chair 
as though dead. 

It required a long time to restore the 
paralytic to consciousness. But for the 
younger 3ister’s prompt action in open- 
ing the windows Catharine would have 
died, the doctor said.
